Net  cost  to  the  town— $127,113.65 
This  is  $1,171.78  less  than  last  year. 

At  the  request  of  the  Financial  Committee  the  School 
Board  in  line  with  all  the  other  town  boards  made  their 
budget  for  the  year  1929  as  small  as  possible.  On  the 
advice  cf  the  Financial  Board  economy  was  practiced  in 
the  repair  bills.  Thus  the  repairs  for  1928  amounted  to 
$6,120.59  and  for  1929  $2,150.30. 

The  largest  items  in  repairs  for  the  past  year  consist- 
ed of  the  erection  of  a  wire  fence  at  the  River  Street 
grounds  and  the  painting  of  the  Dennison  and  Lebanon 
Hill  school  buildings  and  some  of  the  rooms  at  the  High 
School. 

The  Lebanon  Hill  school  has  always  depended  on  the 
neighbors  for  its  water  supply.  This  last  fall  owing  to 
the  great  drought  this  supply  failed  and  it  was  neces- 


sary  for  the  driver  of  the  school  bus  of  that  district 
carry  water  in  milk  cans  each  morning  from  the  center, 
of  the  town  for  the  pupils'  use.    Neither  way  of  getting:  , 
a  school  supply  of  water  can  be  considered  very  health- 
ful and  the  Committee  have  therefore  contracted  to  have 
a  well  driven  near  the  school  building  which  will  prob- 
ably serve  for  all  future  time. 

A  communication  has  been  recently  received  from  the 
state  inspector  of  buildings  that  changes  ordered  to  be 
made  at  the  Elm  Street  school  in  1927  can  not  be  de- 
ferred  longer. 

The  Town  Engineering  Department  is  now  preparing 
plans  to  cover  the  state  requirements.

This  year  shows  an  increase  in  the  total  deposits  over 
last  year  of  $832.33,  an  increase  of  five  per  cent  in  num- 
ber of  pupils  participating  and  a  total  of  $60,929.20  de- 
posited since  the  beginning  of  the  system  in  1912.  This 
system  has  grown  each  year.  The  total  deposits  in  1912 
amounted  to  $463.12.

SCHOOL  CHANCES 


There  were  four  resignations  from  the  High  School 
corps  of  teachers,  last  year  and  three  from  the  grades, 
a  slightly  larger  number  than  usual. 

All  the  High  School  teachers  are  probably  registered 
at  the  teachers'  agencies  and  are  trusting  that  they  may 
obtain  better  positions. 

From  the  grades  there  were  only  three  resignations 
but  owing  to  increasing  numbers  in  the  upper  grades 
it  was  necessary  to  open  a  new  eighth  grade. 

The  opening  of  this  room  utilizes  the  last  vacant  room. 
The  school  growth  last  year  was  only  thirteen  which  is 
much  below  the  normal.  Probably  the  school  depart- 
ment will  be  able  to  continue  for  two  or  three  more 
years  before  new  room  is  urgently  needed. 

The  special  commission  appointed  by  the  General 
Court  to  revise  the  school  attendance  laws  have  recom- 
mended that 

1.  The  compulsory  school  attendance  age  be  rais- 
ed from  14  to  15  years. 

2.  The  grade  requirement  be  raised  to  grade  VII. 

3.  Exceptions  be  allowed  in  case  of  economic  nec- 
essity and  employment  certificate  be  granted 
provided  the  pupil  has  completed  the  VI  grade. 


4.  The  establishment  of  Continuation  Schools  in 
all  towns  having  100  or  more  employed  minors 
between  15  and  16  years  old. 

5.  Also  that  these  proposals  take  effect  not  later 
than  September  1932.

We  have  an  enrollment  this  year  of  368  pupils,  228 
girls  and  140  boys.  The  difference  in  numbers  is  ac- 
counted f or  by  the  fact  that  over  100  boys  are  enrolled 
in  the  Trade  School.  Sixteen  teachers  are  instructing 
80  divisions  in  20  different  subjects. 

Miss  Kennedy  and  Miss  Libby  of  the  commercial  de- 
partment and  Miss  Height  of  the  mathematics  depart- 
ment left  us  last  June  for  other  fields  of  work.  The 
teachers  selected  in  their  places  are  working  efficiently. 

The  class  of  1929  received  an  average  grade  in  its  se- 
nior year  of  over  80%  for  all  pupils  in  all  subjects,  and 
the  average  rank  for  all  pupils  in  school  for  the  current- 
year's  work  is  approximately  77%.  As  the  passing  mark 
of  the  school  is  65%  the  average  attained  is  well  above 
the  minimum  requirement. 

There  are  many  opportunities  for  pupils  to  display 
ability  in  extra-curricula  activities :  Such  as,  the  school 
paper,  to  which  all  pupils  may  contribute;  dramatics  as 
expressed  by  the  senior  and  junior  plays;  music  as  ex- 
pressed in  the  work  of  orchestra,  glee  club  and  operetta; 
athletic  ability  as  expressed  in  the  work  of  various  teams. 

The  athletic  department  last  year  sponsored  a  field 
day  at  the  Sturbridge  fair  grounds  wlhich  was  attended 
by  nearly  250  pupils.  I  believe  that  this  was  an  event 
of  great  value  in  helping  the  right  kind  of  school  spirit 
and  I  hope  that  this  may  become  an  annual  event.  I  be- 
lieve that  the  work  of  the  athletic  department  is  import- 


ant,  that  its  record  of  the  last  three  years  justifies  an 
increased  scope  of  work.  I  believe  that  if  we  could  have' 
a  gymnasium  available  at  all  times  for  the  use  of  Gram- 
mar and  High  School  pupils  much  good  could  be  accom- 
plished. 

I  have  been  much  pleased  during  the  few  months  I 
nave  been  connected  with  the  school  with  the  spirit  of 
willing  cooperation  shown  by  school  officials,  faculty,  pu- 
pils and  parents.

Future  of  the  School  v^Jt£#**** 

It  would  seem  that  the  school  has  reached  its  capacity 
in  the  trades  now  being  taught  and  that  further  growth 
will  depend  upon  the  introduction  of  other  lines  of  work. 
We  have  adhered  very  strictly  in  the  past  to  the  policy  y 
of  limiting  our  enrollment  to  meet  the  needs  of  local  re- 
quirements only ;  thereby  insuring  our  graduates  em- 
ployment upon  graduation. 

A  proposal  to  train  boys  for  optical  shop  work  has 
been  under  consideration  for  some  time,  and  if  such  a 
course  should  be  added,  it  would  take  care  of  approxi- 
mately twenty  boys. 

Value  of  the  Training 

The  ability  of  our  graduates  to  secure  employment 
either  in  Southbridge  or  other  manufacturing  centers  / 
is  very  gratifying  and  from  letters  received  from  grad-  ^ 
uates  working  out  of  town,  they  experience  no  difficulty 
in  holding  positions  with  other  firms. 
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From  figures  covering  fifteen  years  of  operation,  we 
find  tlhat  about  fifty  percent  of  our  graduates  leave  town 
to  find  work  elsewhere. 

Advanced  Work  in  Other  Schools  —  There  is  a  growing 
tendency  among  a  certain  class  of  our  boys  to  continue 
their  education  after  graduation  from  this  school. 
While  we  are  primarily  interested  in  training  boys  so 
that  they  can  earn  a  living  upon  leaving  this  school,  we 
are  glad  to  encourage  boys  to  go  higher. 

A  number  of  our  boys  have  gone  from  here  to  Pratt 
Institute  and  have  done  good  work. 

Work  in  the  Shops 

As  in  previous  years,  we  have  been  continuously  sup- 
plied with  work  for  our  boys  and  in  the  case  of  the 
American  Optical  Company  this  has  amounted  to  quite 
a  volume  of  business,  since  practically  all  of  our  boys 
are  employed  by  them. 

Some  changes  have  been  made  through  the  year  main- 
ly with  the  idea  of  better  co-ordinating  the  work  of  the 
shop  and  the  school,  but,  in  general,  the  present  method 
of  operating  the  school  seems  to  be  practical  and  so  we 
expect  no  radical  changes. 

A  recent  development  in  the  training  of  machinist  ap- 
prentices in  the  Lensdale  plant  of  the  American  Optical 
Company  is  notev/orthy  and  should  give  us  some  valu- 
able data  on  the  subject. 

Work  in  the  School 

Beside  the  regular  production  work  carried  on  by  the 
boys  during  their  week  in  the  shops,  a  number  of  pro- 
jects have  been  developed  and  worked  out  in  the  school. 

In  the  machine  classes,  a  line  of  woodworking  machine- 
ry has  been  built  and  orders  for  a  number  of  these  ma- 
chines have  been  taken. 

The  boys  in  the  woodworking  classes  have  built  all  the 
patterns  for  our  machines  and  have  turned  out  a  great 
deal  of  cabinet  work  for  the  local  schools  and  also  for 
outside  customers. 
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In  the  drafting  classes,  all  drawings  have  been  pre- 
pared for  the  shops  as  well  as  a  considerable  amount  of 
outside  work. 

The  same  is  true  of  the  electrical  classes,  where  a 
great  deal  of  public  school  maintenance  work  has  been 
done  including  work  for  outside  customers. 
Changes  in  Courses 

The  addition  of  Mr.  Olson  to  the  teaching  staff  has 
materially  strengthened  our  courses  and  made  it  possible 
to  add  to  our  curriculum  several  necessary  units. 

This  is  especially  true  of  our  science  work  which  here- 
tofore had  been  neglected. 

We  have  also  been  able  to  increase  our  teaching  units 
in  the  machine  shops  by  dividing  the  classes  between 
Mr.  Persson  and  Mr.  Olson,  thereby  increasing  the 
amount  of  time  per  pupil. 

It  is  our  desire  to  keep  abreast  of  the  times  and  for 
this  reason,  I  strongly  advocate  investigation  of  methods 
of  school  and  shop  work  being  carried  on  in  other  schools 
and  plants  with  the  idea  of  improving  our  own.  We  pro- 
pose to  spend  more  time  on  this  phase  of  our  work  so 
that  we  may  benefit  from  the  experience  of  others. 
New  Equipment 

Through  the  cc-cperation  of  the  School  Committee,  we 
have  been  able  to  add  considerably  to  our  equipment  and 
this  together  with  what  the  students  have  built,  finds 
us  fairly  well  equipped. 

We  have  recently  added  some  very  much  needed  print- 
ing equipment  and  are  in  hopes  in  the  future  of  doing 
a  large  part  of  our  own  printing.

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There  has  been  a  marked  increase  in  the  number  of 
men  attending  evening  trade  classes  this  year.  Although 
we  have  discontinued  all  classes  in  textiles,  the 
numbers  enrolled  in  the  other  classes  have  more  than 
offset  it. 

We  have  an  enrollment  of  twenty-four  men  in  one  of 
the  evening  machine  classes,  necessitating  the  employ- 
ment  of  two  instructors. 

As  in  previous  years,  we  have  tried  to  give  these  men 
instruction  along  the  lines  best  fitted  to  help  them  in 
their  daily  work. 

I  find  a  great  deal  of  enthusiasm  among  these  night 
school  students  and  feel  that  they  merit  whatever  help 
we  can  give  them 

The  additional  equipment  provided  for  in  the  day 
school  has  been  of  great  benefit  to  the  night  school  and 
this  may  have  had  some  bearing  on  the  large  attend- 
ance.

SOUTHBRIDGE  CONTINUATION  SCHOOL 

Southbridge,  Massachusetts 
Office  of  the  director 


Mr.  F.  E.  Corbin,  Supt.  of  Schools 

I  herewith  submit  the  tenth  annual  report  of  the 
Southbridge  Continuation  School. 

We  have  enrolled  203  students,  73  boys  and  130  girls 
from  January  1,  1929  to  December  31,  1929.  This  rep- 
resents a  total  increase  of  19  over  last  year's  enrollment. 
This  increase  has  come  entirely  in  the  girls'  department 
as  there  has  been  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  boys  in  the 
school. 

The  teaching,  personnel,  and  course  of  study  in  the 
girls'  department  remained  the  same  which  facilitated 
progress  in  that  department. 


Mr.  E.  F.  Vantura  was  granted  a  leave  of  absence 
from  the  boys'  department  beginning  in  September.  The 
writer,  a  graduate  of  the  Fitchburg  Normal  School, 
Practical  Arts  Department,  was  appointed  as  substi- 
tute, taking  over  the  duties  of  Mr.  Vantura. 

The  general  aims  of  Continuation  Schools  have  been 
carried  out  as  in  the  past  years.  It  is  our  object  to  as- 
sist minors  in  making  social,  civic,  and  economic  adjust- 
ments from  their  status  as  full-time  school  pupils  to 
that  of  14  to  16  year  old  wage -earning  citizens.  All  de- 
partments stress  the  development  of  the  pupil's  initia- 
tive and  responsibility.  This  was  brought  about  by  the 
solving  of  problems  encountered  in  a  practical  as  well 
as  a  theoretical  manner. 

Miss  Apolline  Auccin  of  the  High  School  Commercial 
Department  has  conducted  a  class  in  commercial  sub- 
jects for  both  boys  and  girls  one  afternoon  a  week  at 
which  time  the  students  doing  work  in  that  field  may 
attend,  and  become  better  acquainted  with  newer  and 
better  ways  of  doing  their  work.  Advancement  comes 
through  a  better  understanding  of  one's  work.  With 
this  in  mind  the  course  has  flourished. 

The  academic  work  in  the  girls'  department  has  been 
handled  by  Miss  Mary  E.  Meagher,  who  is  also  head  of 
the  girls'  division.  All  the  work  is  conducted  on  the  pro- 
ject plan.  This  method  has  been  found  very  practical 
as  it  allows  a  student  to  advance  at  a  pace  set  by  her 
own  capacity.  All  academic  subjects  are  closely  related 
to  the  Child  Training  and  Home  Nursing  courses.  A 
Child  Training  course  of  ten  weeks  is  given  to  a  group 
of  girls  who  are  caring  for  children  in  their  own  homes 
or  in  the  homes  of  their  employers.  A  class  of  children 
of  pre-school  age  attends  five  afternoons  during  the 
course.  The  characteristics  and  behavior  of  the  chil- 
dren are  very  closely  observed  by  the  Continuation 
School  girls  who  direct  the  afternoon's  program.  This 
program  consists  of  quiet  occupations,  music  and  games. 
A  suitable  mid-afternoon  luncheon  is  served  followed  by 
rest  and  occupational  play. 

A  ten  weeks'  course  in  Home  Nursing  is  given  by  Miss 
Winifred  King,  the  school  nurse.    The  course  gives  the 


25 


girls  a  chance  to  become  acquainted  with  the  fundamen- 
tals of  home  care  for  the  sick,  and  the  handling  of  chil- 
dren. A  girl  is  better  able  to  be  of  service  in  case  of  an 
emergency.  Preventative  measures  of  health  and  sani- 
tation in  the  home  are  stressed. 

The  Home  Economics  Course  for  the  girls  is  planned 
to  give  the  girls  a  training  in  foods  and  clothing.  In  the 
foods  course  stress  is  laid  upon  the  planning,  cooking 
and  serving  of  properly  balanced  meals  with  regard  to  the 
family  and  the  income.  Correlated  work  includes :  Laun- 
dering, marketing,  table  setting,  canning,  and  general 
housecare.  During  the  past  year  several  layettes  for  the 
Visiting  Nurse  Association  were  completed.  These  are 
made  by  the  girls  who  do  not  have  sewing  of  their  own, 
and  from  material  supplied  by  the  association.  In  rela- 
tion to  the  clothing  work,  the  selection  of  patterns,  al- 
teration, garment  cutting,  fitting  and  general  upkeep  are 
taught.  Remodeling  of  old  garments  has  also  been  a 
problem  which  has  aroused  the  interest  of  many. 

Both  the  academic  and  shop  work  in  the  boys'  depart- 
ment has  been  handled  by  the  acting  director.  The 
academic  work  is  divided  under  these  four  main  head- 
ings: Civics,  Hygiene,  Arithmetic  and  English.  "Better 
citizens"  is  the  ultimate  aim  of  the  civic  class.  Local, 
state,  and  national  government  is  thoroughly  discussed. 
Civic  obligation  to  the  community  and  relationship  to 
the  employer  is  stressed.  Personal  habits  conducive  to 
better  health,  safety  first  on  and  off  the  job,  gives  a  va- 
ried field  in  the  Hygiene  course.  A  course  in  elementary 
first  aid  has  been  found  to  be  of  an  inestimable  value. 
A  broader  and  better  understanding  of  the  English  lan- 
guage has  been  striven  for.  In  Arithmetic  the  field  is 
varied.  All  arithmetic  is  closely  related  to  the  shop 
w*ork,  and  is  as  variable  as  the  shop  work  is  known  to 
be.  The  shop  work  is  conducted  on  the  General  Shop 
plan.  Under  this  plan  the  boys  are  given  a  chance  to 
do  inumerable  types  of  jobs. 

Information  concerning  home  and  working  conditions 
is  sought  for  in-  the  follow-up  work.  Ajn  effort  is  made 
to  obtain  a  better  basis  upon  which  to  deal  with  the  stu- 
dent. 
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At  this  time  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  my 
co-workers  who  have  carried  on  so  admirably  in  the  ab- 
sence of  the  director.  I  wish  to  thank  the  school  offi- 
cials, employers,  and  parents  for  the  hearty  co-opera- 
tion given  me  during  the  term  that  I  have  been  here.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 


Mr.  F.  E.  Corbin,  Supt.  of  Schools 

With  the  exception  of  colds  and  other  minor  ailments 
the  schools  were  particularly  free  from  disease  during 
the  year.  A  close  watch  was  kept  on  all  children  who 
were  absent  from  school,  and  where  symptoms  of  a  sus- 
picious nature  were  reported  the  home  was  visited  and 
an  investigation  made.  In  this  way  contagious  diseases 
were  kept  at  a  minimum. 

Acting  on  the  suggestion  of  State  Health  authorities 
that  the  School  Nurse's  best  work  was  accomplished  by 
home  visits,  more  time  was  given  to  this  during  the  year, 
and,  while  at  times  these  visits  seemed  discouraging, 
much  was  done,  more  defects  were  corrected.  Many  par- 
ents cannot  see  the  necessity  for  having  physical  defects 
corrected  when  the  child  is  not  actually  sick.  Then  again 
some  parents  are  willing  to  cooperate  but  are  financial- 
ly unable  to  do  so.  While  ways  and  means  were  found 
for  several  urgent  cases,  all  could  not  be  cared  for. 

The  annual  health  examination  by  the  School  Physi- 
cian assisted  by  the  Nurse  has  been  completed.  Dental 
caries  was  the  defect  most  frequently  met  with. 

A  Perfect  Teeth  Campaign  was  conducted  during  the 
year.  A  certificate  issued  by  the  State  Department  of 
Health  was  given  to  each  child  who  had  all  necessary 
work  done.  In  June  "Health  Day"  was  celebrated  and  263 
certificates  given. 

The  Southbridge  Board  of  Health  sponsored  a  Toxin 
Antitoxin  Clinic  in  May  for  children  under  ten  years  of 
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age.  Three  hundred  and  fifteen  of  our  children  took 
advantage  of  the  same.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  more 
parents  could  not  have  seen  the  great  benefits  to  be  de- 
rived from  this  treatment. 

Dr.  Martin,  State  Examiner  of  the  Chadwick  Clinic, 
with  his  staff  reexamined  the  Clinic  suspects  in  March. 
There  are  but  sixteen  remaining  in  the  school,  fifteen 
were  examined  and  one  refused.  Two  of  the  number 
were  unimproved  and  recommended  for  Summer  Camp. 
Both  were  sent  to  Sterling  Health  Camp  for  a  period  of 
eight  weeks,  and  they  returned  apparently  much  bene- 
fitted by  their  stay  there. 

The  number  of  underweights  grows  less  each  year. 
This,  I  am  sure,  is  due  to  the  fact  that  teaching  of  prop- 
er food  and  rest,  as  well  as  the  popularity  of  the  mid- 
moming  lunch  is  having  its  effect.  The  parents  as  well 
as  the  children  have  learned  to  depend  much  on  the  lat- 
ter and  look  to  it  as  part  of  the  school  work.  It  is  in- 
teresting to  note  the  large  amount  of  milk  consumed.

The  sum  of  sixteen  dollars  and  sixty-three  cents  was 
donated  by  the  Southbridge  Woman's  club  to  be  used 
for  milk  for  needy  children.  Four  children  were  pro- 
vided with  milk  lunches  thru  the  year  by  generous  per- 
sons who  prefer  not  to  have  their  names  mentioned. 
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The  summer  round-up  of  all  children  approaching 
school  age,  to  examine  them  for  physical  defects  has 
met  with  splendid  cooperation  on  the  part  of  the  par- 
ents, and  we  hope  thru  it  to  eventually  start  every  child 
on  his  or  her  school  career  physically  fit.  According 
to  Dr.  M.  Louisa  Dietz,  director  of  the  division  of  Hy- 
giene, State  Department  of  Health,  one  out  of  every 
ten  children  in  Massachusetts  has  to  repeat  the  first 
grade.  This  is  known  to  be  largely  due  to  physical  de- 
fects, statistics  on  which  show  that  defective  teeth  come 
first,  throat  ailments  second,  and  of  the  whole,  10%  are 
underweight. 

Impetigo  and  scabies  are  almost  entirely  eradicated, 
and  when  an  occasional  case  was  found  the  child  was 
excluded  until  cured.  In  some  cases  of  the  above  it  was 
found  necessary,  in  order  to  have  the  child  return  to 
school,  to  visit  the  heme  and  under  the  direction  of  thd 
family  physician,  treat  all  members  cf  the  family.

EVENING  HIGH  SCHOOL 


January  16,  1930 

Mr.  F.  E.  Corbin,  Supt.  of  Schools, 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  this  my  thirteenth 
annual  report  as  principal  of  the  Evening  High  School. 

The  term  of  fifty  nights  opened  September  16,  1929 
and  closed  January  30,  1930  with  a  recess  of  two  weeks 
during  the  Christmas  holidays.    The  sessions  were  held 
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in  the  Mary  E.  Wells  High  School  rooms  Monday,  Tues- 
day and  Thursday  evenings  from  7  to  8:30  o'clock. 

Opening  night  September  16  was  devoted  to  registra- 
tion, selection  of  courses,  and  planning  individual  pro- 
grams. Tuesday,  September  17  with  classes  organized, 
and  a  smoothly-running  program  in  operation,  the  work 
began. 

Of  the  221  pupils  enrolled  two  were  transferred  to  the 
Evening  Trade  School,  two  to  the  Mechanic  Street  Even- 
ing Elementary  and  two  to  the  River  Street  Evening 
Elementary. 

Two  courses  introduced  this  year,  because  of  the  de- 
mand for  them,  were  Industrial  Geography  and  Arts  and 
Crafts.  The  latter  class  engaged  in  varied  activities  as 
the  following  list  of  articles  completed  illustrates:  47 
plant  sticks  and  30  door  stops  of  wood;  50  embroidered 
articles  including  aprons,  towels,  luncheon  sets,  pillow 
cases,  book  covers,  center  pieces  etc. ;  12  pairs  curtain 
tie-backs  of  voile  and  organdie;  4  bunches  of  bead  flow- 
ers; 4  reed  trays;  7  lampshades, — 4  large  silk,  3  crystal- 
line; 15  tooled  leather  pocketbooks;  4  hooked  rugs  of 
wool  yarn,  besides  11  commercial  posters,  7  pen  and  ink 
drawings,  3  charcoal  drawings,  8  pencil  sketches,  5  pas- 
tel sketches,  2  oil  paintings  and  wiring  of  one  lamp. 

A  class  of  young  men  interested  in  the  work  of  the 
world,  especially  as  it  applied  to  trade  and  industry  made 
up  the  geography  class.  Use  of  up-to-date  texts,  maps 
and  illustrative  material;  discussions  and  outside  read- 
ing combined  to  make  the  work  an  outstanding  success. 

The  cooking  class  owing  to  diminished  numbers 
through  illness,  death  in  family  of  pupil  etc.,  was  dis- 
continued November  12,  after  eight  weeks  of  success- 
ful work. 

The  Clothing  Course  adapted  to  the  needs  of  the  pu- 
pils, included  instruction  in  use  of  commercial  patterns, 
alteration,  cutting  and  fitting,  use  of  machines  and  of 
attachments;  seams,  hems,  —  straight  and  circular,  — 
bound  buttonholes,  tailored  pockets,  plaits,  application 
of  lace,  and  finishings  to  trim  or  complete  garments.  The 
range  of  work  is  indicated  by  the  following  articles  com- 
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pleted: — 2  bathrobes,  1  remodeled  shirt,  2  laundry  and 
shoe  bag  sets,  6  slips,  6  pairs  pajamas,  9  gingham  or 
wash  dresses,  4  woolen  dresses,  3  silk  princess  dresses, 
2  evening  dresses  and  1  covert  cloth  ensemble. 

More  pupils  registered  for  commercial  courses  than 
any  other.  Although  three  different  instructors  taught 
the  classes  in  bookkeeping  this  year,  the  interest  and 
size  of  classes  did  not  appreciably  diminish.  T\he  work 
was  conducted  on  an  individual  basis  supplemented  by 
as  much  home  work  as  the  student  found  time  to  do. 
The  use  of  the  adding  machine  and  comptometer  was 
taught  as  aids. 

The  typewriting  classes  as  usual  have  been  crowded. 
The  32  machines,  including  5  noiseless  and  4  with  blank 
keys,  were  inadequate  to  accommodate  all  who  applied 
for  instruction.  However,  by  combining  the  interme- 
diate and  advanced  classes  90  pupils  were  given  courses. 
The  beginners  were  taught  the  entire  key  board  alpha- 
bet, numbers  and  characters,  use  of  shift,  and  tabular 
key,  were  drilled  on  words,  phrases  and  clauses  and 
cleaning  the  machine.  Oral  drills,  use  of  rythm  rec- 
ords on  Victrola  to  develop  even  writing,  and  individual 
work  from  the  text  made  up  the  half  hour  period.  The 
intermediate  class  instruction  included  centering,  tabu- 
lation, use  of  carbon  paper,  arrangement  of  letters,  ad- 
dressing envelopes,  speed  and  accuracy  tests.  The  ad- 
vanced class  consisting  of  high  school  or  business  col- 
lege graduates  were  given  valuable  material  and  help- 
ful practice  for  secretarial  work. 

The  comptometry  classes  were  limited  to  the  number 
of  machines,  6  pupils  to  a  period,  18  in  all.  Addition, 
multiplication,  subtraction  and  division  were  taught  in 
all  classes. 

Fourteen  eighth  grade  pupils  have  successfully  com- 
pleted their  courses  and  are  eligible  for  entrance  to  high 
school  at  the  beginning  of  next  year. 

Vocational  guidance,  a  main  objective  of  the  school, 
constitutes  much  of  the  work;  individual  adjustments, 
encouragement,  advice  as  to  further  study  or  training 
were  included.

The  duties  of  the  Supervisor  of  Attendance  are  con- 
stantly moving  into  broader  fields. 

The  Supervisor  is  concerned  with  regular  attendance 
as  an  aid  to  higher  scholarship  standards  and  as  an  aid 
to  vocational  opportunities. 

It  is  recognized  that  many  social  ills  —  delinquency, 
vocational  maladjustments,  industrial  inefficiency,  pov- 
erty, and  physical  and  mental  breakdown,  have  their 
beginning  or  take  their  toll  in  maladjusted  childhood. 

Supervisors  of  Attendance,  in  co-operation  with  school, 
home  and  health  departments  and  other  social  agencies, 
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are  building  a  constructive  program  to  prevent  this  so- 
cial failure  and  loss. 

The  children  of  Southbridge  as  a  whole  deserve  credit 
for  their  efforts  to  attend  school  regularly.  Permanent 
"Honor  Attendance"  banners  for  1929  will  be  awarded 
to  the  following  schools  as  having  highest  per  cent  per 
grade.
